All along the way, we have dealt in good faith as we agreed to, but as we come to the final step, several
question have arisen among the Commissioners, and I want to thank Commissioner Russell for his
diligence. This is our proper opportunity to address those questions, and clear up any
miscommunications so we can craft a lease we can agree to.
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
